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ANCIENT EXCHEQUEE ACCOUNTS OE ULSTEE. 



The following records are copied from two Pipe Rolls preserved in the Irish Exchequer Record 
Office, and belong respectively to the years 1260-1261 and 1259-1262. The former is an impor- 
tant document, not only as preserving the names of some of the principal English inhabitants of the 
counties of Antrim and Down at that date, but as an evidence of the relation in which the chiefs of 
those territories stood to the English, at a period when the 0"NeiIl family was rising into power, 
and was disposed to contest the supremacy with its Anglo-Norman neighbours. 

The latter document is more limited in its scope, and contains the receipts derived from certain 
manors in the vicinity of Ooleraine, where the English early established themselves, and occupied a 
commanding position. A transcript is preserved among Sir James Ware's manuscripts in the British 
Museum (Cod. Clarend., vol. xliii., p. 207,) and has been noticed in the Ecclesiastical Antiqui- 
ties of Down and Connor, p. 72. 

The present copy, with the translation, has been kindly furnished by James F. Ferguson, Esq., 
keeper of the Exchequer Records, and serves as a fair specimen of the valuable materials for the 
Anglo-Irish history of this country which lie concealed in the Rolls of the Pipe, an extensive and 
circumstantial series of national records, which in any other country would long since have been 
transferred to print, or, at least, put in such a condition for reference as to be easily consulted, and 
made available for literary purposes.

In the earliest record of an Irish parliament which we 
possess, the country was considered to be legally divided 
among ten counties and five liberties. The latter were 
Meat li, Wexford, Carlow, Kilkenny, and Ulster ; and 
their chief officer, instead of the vicecomes or sheriff, was 



the senescal. These Irish Liberties bore some resem- 
blance to counties Palatine, and the power of their lords 
was very great. See the judicious observations of Dean 
Butler in the Miscellany of the Irish Archseol.

'Brien O'Nel This was the famous prince who is 

known by the Irish as Brian Catha Duin or ' Bryan of 
the Battle of Down,' in memory of the encounter with 
the English in 1260, when he was slain. In 1238, the 
Lord Justice and the Earl of Ulster deposed Donnell 
MacLoughlin, and bestowed the Lordship of Tyrone 
on this Brian. In 1241 he was expelled by MacLoughlin, 
but reinstated through the aid of O'Donnell. In 1248 he 
was arrayed against the English, and the Four Masters 
relate that " an army was led by the Lord Justice of 
Ireland into Tyrone, against O'Neill. The Kinel-Owen 
held a council, in which they agreed that, as the English 
had, at the time, the ascendency over the Irish, it would 
be desirable to give them hostages, and to make peace 
with them for the sake of their country." In 1252 
the Lord Justice came to Armagh with a numerous 
army, Brian made submission, and Bory O'Neill was 
surrendered as a hostage In the following year, how- 
ever, he defeated the English under MacMaurice Fitz- 
gerald, marched into the border country of Iveagh, de- 
molished the castle of Moycova, with other strongholds 
of the English, and burned Dundalk. In 1258 he en- 
deavoured to assert his authority over O'Donnell, but 
his army was defeated on the banks of the Swilly. In 
1258 an attempt was made by the Irish chiefs to elect a 
sovereign and unite against the English, when Brian 
was nominated to the dignity. In 1259 he held a confe- 



rence with O'Connor, to concert measures for weaken- 
ing the English, but his territory was ravaged by 
O'Donnell and Hugh Boy O'Neill, and in 1260 he fell in 
company with several other chiefs, in a desperate at- 
tempt to overthrow the English power. See O'Dono- 
van's notes on the Four Masters at 1260, especially the 
poems on the battle, in the Celtic Miscellany, pp. 146, 404. 
and the remarks at p. 174, etc. His seal is engraved in 
the Proceedings of the Royal Irish Academy, Vol. IV., 
p. 284, and in the Celtic Miscellany, p. vii. 

e Kindeun, — This is the form in which we occasionally 
find the Irish Cinel-Eoghain, expressed in Anglo-Irish 
records. It signifies ' the Race of Eoghan,' son of Niall 
of the Nine Hostages. Tir Eoghain, now Tyrone, was 
the territorial equivalent. 

b War in Gascony. — In 1253, the disaffection of the 
Gascons caused the removal of Henry de Montford, Earl 
of Leicester, but the step failing to produce the desired 
tranquillity, the king proceeded to Guienne in person, in 
the autumn, having expended upon the preparations for 
it the subsidy which had been granted for an expedition 
to the Holy Land. He was successful in restoring peace, 
but he burdened himself with great debt, which com- 
pelled him to seek supplies in all quarters. 

iTurteri. — The Hy-Tuirtre were a tribe which occupied 
that part of the county of Antrim represented in modem 
times by the baronies of Lower Autrim and Toome. 
The O'Flinns were the chiefs, and gave the English a 
great deal of trouble. See Reeves' Eccles. Antiq., pp.

14th of February, 1254, to his son Edward, of the whole 
land of Ireland, excepting the cities and counties of 
Dublin and Limerick, the town of Dalon, and some pre- 
vious donations. Rymer, Fo5d. Vol. I. p. 297. On the 
17th of Aug. in the following year, he ordered his son 
Edward to pass over to Ireland " ad reformandum et 
ordinandum statum dictae terrae " (Ibid. p. 326.)

II., but in 1242 they assassinated the Earl of Athol, 
when Walter and his nephew John were outlawed, and 
the family disgraced. This was the occasion of (heir 
coining to settle in Ireland, and the Glens of the county 
of Antrim was the territory which they acquired. In 
1279 John Biset son of John held the island of Racry. 
From John Biset the Irish patronymic Mac Eoin was 
formed, and from another member of the family that of 
Mac Martin, the former of which became the common 
name of the race, while the latter is still preserved in

for a tract ot Iveagh, on the west of the county of Down, 
extending from Dromore towards Newry. The English 
erected a eastle in this territory soon after the invasion, 
for it is mentioned in the Four Masters at the year 1 188. 
They relate, however, that the castle of Moy-Cova was 
built in 1252, by Maurice Fitzgerald ; probably it was 
reconstructed. In the following year it was demolished 
by Brian O'Neill, lord of Tyrone, already spoken of. 



The exact site is unknown : but it seems to have been 

near Loughbrickland.

Attware, Ardbeggan, Dunnaville Ballyosallye, now 
constituting a principal portion of the parish. 

"Drumtarsi. — The bridge over the Bann at Coleraine 
and the castle of Druim-tairsign were built by the Eng- 
lish in the year 1248. The name Brumtarsy has long 
faded from local recollection, and might hare been dif- 
ficult to identify but for the ancient Ecclesiastical Tax- 
ation which introduces the church of Drumtarssi be- 
tween those of Camus and Dunboe, in the diocese of 
Berry. It is now called KUlowen, and forms an appen- 
dage to Coleraine, being connected by a bridge. The 
house of Jackson Hall, occupies the site of the ancient 
buildings. See Colton's Visitation, p. 131. 

]■ Lochkel— Now Loughguile, so called from the small 



lake in the demesne of Lissanoure. The An<*lo- Norman 
manorial castle occupied a portion of the site on which 
the modern castle stands. It gives name to a parish in 
the county Antrim. Ec. Antiq. of Bown and Con., p. 73. 

1 Lynne. — This seems to have an old name for the 
salmon leap of the Bann, commonly called the Cutts, 
from the Irish Linn a pool. In 1382 the king confirmed 
the letters patent of Edmund Earl of March, wherein he 
granted to the Prior and Convent of Friars Preachers of 
Coulrath, the liberty of one free fishing boat inthe Bann 
and half of all the fish caught yearly on St. John the 
Baptist's Bay in a certain torrent called Lyn, beside 
the said town.
